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C. L. C. C. MOVES TO CANADA 


@... Winter, the Canadian Large Cents Club celebrates two important events. The club 
completes its fifth year after being founded by Gary Littrell of Amarillo, Texas; and 
in 1980, the organization will be headquartered for the first time in Canada. 


Littrell organized the club in 1975 and served as its President for three years, while 
also acting as Editor of the C. L. C. C. newsletter, "Party Line". Leslie A. Winners, 
of Pineville, Louisiana, has been the President and Editor during 1978 and 1979. The 
club is proud to announce that Louis "Scoop" Lewry, of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, will 
serve as Editor and guide of the club's activities during the current year. 


C. L. C. C. membership has ranged from 150 to over 200 over the past five years. The 
club has issued over 20 wooden nickels and tokens to promote collecting large cents 
and numismatics in general. The woods have been acclaimed for their designs, colour, 
and "proof-like" finishes. C.L.C. C. woods have won first place in design contests 
sponsored by the Dedicated Wooden Money Collectors for the past two years. 


The large cent organization has been very involved in Canada and United States National 
Coin Week activities with Littrell and Winners serving on the Canadian National Coin 
Week Committee. Last year, C. L. C. C. was the only coin club to recruit ten or more 
new members for the Canadian Numismatic Association during Coin Week activities. The 
club is a member of both the C. N. A. and A. N. A 


The club's newsletter, "Party Line", allows members to exchange views and discoveries 
about the low mintage large cents. Several new die varieties have been identified by the 
embership. The club conducted a large cent survey in 1975-76, in which 96,000 large 

nts were reported. Based on a "relative scarcity index" tied in with original 
mintages, the five most scarce large cents were identified as: 1894, 1890H, 1858, 1900, 
and 1892. Large cent trends appear periodically in the newsletter and recently Winners 
has provided very interesting articles on "Grading the Canadian and Maritimes Large 
Cents".
